The local Wildlife Resources class at Bracken County High School, in cooperation with the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources, 
constructed thirty wood duck boxes. Through donations from The Wetlands Foundation and local hardware store Miller Lumber, supplies were gathered and 
the boxes were assembled during their class. The class also helped in the placement and hanging of the boxes which was the final step of the project. Wood 
ducks naturally nest in tree cavities near water.

From Our Fellow Kentuckians 
Rascals, Heroes and 
Just Plain Uncommon Folk

Nancy Green was a differ¬ 
ent kind of pioneer, in advance 
of her time. Bom in 1834, she 
was a slave and became eman¬ 
cipated. She had the look of a 
wholesome African-American 
lady that appealed to the own¬ 
ers of the Aunt Jemima Manu¬ 
facturing Company, who were 
looking for someone to play 
the part of Aunt Jemima. She 
would be the symbol of the 
pancake mix and flour that it 
produced. Beyond that, Nancy 
was personable, showed well 
in photographs, was “a gifted 
story teller, and as a bonus, 
was a good cook.” 

Nancy Green as Aunt 
Jemima was introduced in 
1893 at the World’s Colum¬ 
bian Exposition in Chicago, 
and was the most popular part 
of the show. She entertained 
the guests with “her singing 
and storytelling while help¬ 
ing to dispense mouth-water¬ 
ing ready-mix Aunt Jemima 
pancakes.” A million pan¬ 
cakes had been sold, possibly 
through her efforts. For those 
efforts, she was given a medal 
and word recognition.

She never wavered from 
her portrayal of Aunt Jemi¬ 
ma, and appeared all over the 
world. Although not paid very 
well, (and neither were the 
succeeding Aunt Jemimas,) 
the friendly and generous 
Nancy Green used her addi¬ 
tional moneys aiding African- 
American areas. And she re¬ 
fused to accept the idea that 
she was insulting her race by 
her portrayal of Aunt Jemima. 
She kept to that until her death 
in 1923. 

The name of Aunt Jemi¬ 
ma came from a song that two 
blackface minstrels, Baker 
and Farrell, had sung. There 
was a search for an African- 
American woman who would 
exemplify such a person and 
so, when Nancy Green was 
found by R. T. Davis, she was 
the perfect person to don an 
apron and kerchief. The Aunt 
Jemima name eventually was 
bought by Quaker Oats. Pro¬ 
motion in the 1980’s involved 
having the corporate symbol 
wear pearl earrings and leave 
off her headband.

THE NEW CREATION

In Romans 5:12 God tells us how we are all related to 
the first man, Adam: 

"Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin... so death passed upon all 
men..." 

This verse clearly indicates that every child born 
into the world since Adam has partaken of Adam's sinful 
nature.

Every child is related to 
rebellious Adam by physical birth, and soon rebels like 
Adam, whose offspring he is. 

In Scripture we are told that God "commendeth His 
love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us" (Rom. 5:8). 

When you are in trouble and someone comes to your 
aid, are you not automatically drawn to that person? Should 
we not then be attracted to the One who cared so much for 
us that He "made Himself of no reputation, and took upon 
Him the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness 
of men: and being found in fashion as a man, He humbled 
Himself, and became obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross" (Phil. 2:7,8)? 

Through natural birth we partake of the sinful natures 
of our parents back to Adam, and frequently we even have 
the same physical features as our parents. How touching, 
then, to know that the Lord Jesus Christ took on Him "the 
likeness of men" (apart from sin) and, as the God-man, died 
for our sins upon the cross, where sinful men (people like 
us) nailed Him! As we recognize this and place our faith 
in Him, a spiritual birth takes place and we become the 
children of God (John 1:12). More than this, we become 
members of the Body of Christ, God's new creation, for 
"if any man be in Christ, he is a new creation" (II Cor. 
5:17). "created in Christ Jesus unto good works, which 
God hath before ordained, that we should walk in them" 
(Eph. 2:10).

This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a 
safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high 
quality product. Water is the most indispensable product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water 
source and the water system. 


The source of your drinking water is ground water from wells. The area around the wells is mostly residential but also contains some agricultural, recreational, and 
light industry activities and has a moderate susceptabilty. The final source water assessment for our system has been completed and is contained in the Bracken 
County Water Supply Plan.The plan indicates that the source water is susceptible to some contaminants caused by agricultural activities in the area.The Plan is 
available for inspection at the Buffalo Trace Area Development District (606-564-4333), located at 327 west 2Nd St, Maysville, KY 41056. 

Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 

not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects may be obtained by calling the 
Environmental Protection Agency's Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). _ 

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up substances resulting 
from the presence of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and 
bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, (naturally occurring or from 
stormwater runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming). Pesticides and herbicides, (stormwater runoff, agriculture or residential 
uses).

Million Fibers per Liter (MFL) - a measure of the presence of asbestos fibers that are longer than 10 micrometers. 
Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity has no health effects. However, 
turbidity can provide a medium for microbial growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the 
effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under 
certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other 
requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

Be Sweet to Your Feet 
if You Have Diabetes 


By the National Diabetes 
Education Program 

Taking care of your feet 
is very important for people 
with diabetes. Good foot 
care helps reduce your risk 
for serious foot problems 
that can lead to amputations. 
To decrease your risk of foot 
problems, learn to manage 
the ABCs of diabetes. This 
means keeping your blood 
glucose (as measured by the 
A1C test), blood pressure, 
and cholesterol in the target 
range recommended by your 
health care provider. Ask 
your health care provider 
about your diabetes ABCs 
and how to do a foot exam at 
home. 

Be sweet to your feet 
by following these foot care 
tips: 

• Check your feet every 
day (evening is best) for cuts, 
blisters, red spots, swelling, 
and sore toenails. If you have 
trouble bending over to see 
your feet, use a plastic mir¬ 
ror or ask a family member 
or caregiver to help. 

• Wash your feet every 
day in warm water, and be 
sure to dry well between the 
toes. 

• Rub a thin coat of skin 
lotion on the tops and bot¬ 
toms of your feet, but not be¬ 
tween your toes. 

• Trim your toenails 
carefully and straight across 
when needed. See your po¬ 
diatrist if you need help. 

• Never walk barefoot, 
and wear comfortable shoes 
that fit well and protect your 
feet. Nerve damage can cause 
loss of feeling. Look and feel 


inside your shoes before put¬ 
ting them on. Ask your team 
about getting special shoes. 

• Keep the blood flow¬ 
ing to your feet by wiggling 
your toes and moving your 
ankles up and down for 5 
minutes, two or three times 
a day. 

• Plan a physical activ¬ 
ity program with your health 
care team. 

• Take your shoes and 
socks off at every check up 
and have your doctor look 
at your feet. Tell your health 
care team right away about 
any foot problems. 

• Let your doctor know 
right away if you have loss of 
feeling in your feet, changes 
in the shape of your foot or 
foot ulcers or sores that do 
not heal.

2 nd Town Hall Meeting 
of 2012 and Sheriff Update 


On Tuesday, April 24 at 
7 p.m. the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office will be host¬ 
ing its 2nd Town Hall meet¬ 
ing of 2012 at the Bracken 
County Extension Office at 
1120 Brooksville German¬ 
town Road in Brooksville. 
This meeting will be to give 
an update on the Sheriff’s 
Office activities, to distribute 
crime prevention informa¬ 
tion, address the citizens and 
to listen to any concerns that 
citizens may have. Any is¬ 
sues or concerns will be taken 
down and looked into by our 
agency. Also with this meet¬ 
ing the Sheriff’s Office will 
be conducting a short train¬ 
ing session covering scams, 
frauds and identity theft is¬ 
sues. 

A different topic will be 
discussed at each of the Town 
Hall meetings throughout the 
year. Come out and support 
your local Sheriff’s Office 
and learn what is going on in 
your Community. 

Sheriff Niemeier appre¬ 
ciates the citizens for their 
support and comments. His 
first year in office was defi¬ 
nitely a learning experience 
and the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office was able to 
accomplish several things to 
improve the quality of life in 
Bracken County. 

Drug activity in the coun¬ 
ty continues to be a problem 
and the agency continues to 
address these issues with the 
resources that are available 
to the Sheriff’s Office. They 
have the anonymous tip line 
for reporting of crime, phone 
number is 606-735-2578. 
This anonymous tip line can 
be used to report any type of 
crime, but is especially set 
up for the reporting of drug 
activity in the county. How¬ 
ever, if the crime is currently 
in progress call 911 so that a 
dispatcher can send an officer 
out immediately. This phone 
is not manned continuously 


and may not get answered 
until the following day or on 
Monday if left on the week¬ 
end. 

The Sheriff’s Office has 
taken a strong stance against 
drugs and will continue to 
investigate them vigorously. 
This is a huge problem in the 
county and is not something 
that we will be taking light¬ 
ly. If you have information 
do not hesitate to contact us, 
these investigations usually 
take several months to ad¬ 
dress so don’t get disappoint¬ 
ed if you do not see activity 
taking place. 

Sheriff Niemeier contin¬ 
ues to advise citizens in his 
conversations with them in 
regards to criminal activity in 
the county that they are not 
able to solve every case that 
they investigate, but this will 
not be due to the lack of ef¬ 
fort on their part. He prom¬ 
ises that they will investigate 
each case they get to the best 
of their ability. Should you 
have a problem with a case 
that they have investigated do 
not hesitate to contact them. 

Crime tips: we continue 
to have several scams that 
have been coming into the 
county over the past couple 
of months. We are also hav¬ 
ing a few thefts throughout 
the county. If you see some¬ 
one that looks suspicious 
or out of place in your area, 
notify law enforcement im¬ 
mediately by calling Bracken 
County Dispatch. Attempt 
to get as much information 
as possible, such as vehicle 
description, make, model, 
color, and license plate num¬ 
ber; also suspect descriptions 
such as height, weight, hair 
color, clothing, etc., and last 
known direction of travel.

Revolutionary War 
Veteran Memorial to 
be held for Sgt. James 
Thompson Apr. 28 th 

There will be a Revolu¬ 
tionary War memorial held 
for Sgt. James Thompson 
on April 28, at 1 p.m. on 
the farm of Harold Foster 
on Asbury Road north of 
Germantown, KY. James 
was a member of the Mary¬ 
land Continental Line and 
The Maryland Militia. He 
emigrated from Edinburgh, 
Scotland to the Colonies be¬ 
fore The Revolution and on 
to Kentucky in the 1790’s. 
He was an anti slavery min¬ 
ister at The Minerva Baptist 
Church along with William 
Holton, Sr. This congrega¬ 
tion was formed by Lewis 
Craig and The Spotsylvania 
Baptists in the 1780’s. The 
Old Minerva Church is still 
standing and has been re¬ 
stored. 

Some of the oral his¬ 
tory of James states that 
he worked on the original 
Whitehouse in Washington, 
DC. The cemetery is cleaned 
and the stone is placed and 
the ceremony will be con¬ 
ducted by Rev. Forest Chil¬ 
ton, Isaac Shelby Chapter, 
SAR. We are hoping for a 
sizable audience for this 
memorial service from the 
local community, genealogy 
groups, SAR, DAR and CAR 
from Mason and Bracken 
County. Even though this 
service is in Bracken County, 
James served as a minister in 
Mason County. If you have 
never attended an SAR-DAR 
memorial ceremony you will 
find this quite an experi¬ 
ence. Signs will be posted 
on Route 10 NW at Asbury 
Road and on Asbury Road 
at the entrance of the Fos¬ 
ter Farm. This cemetery is a 
half mile off the main road 
and the weather will have to 
cooperate with us to have the 
ceremony. If we have rain 
we will repost this message 
with a new date. This memo¬ 
rial service is supported and 
promoted by The Thompson 
descendents.

Every day is Earth Day 
to Kentucky Farmers 


As the themes of soil 
conservation, clean water, 
reduced carbon emissions 
and other environmentally- 
friendly topics take center 
stage for the annual Earth 
Day celebration on Sunday, 
April 22, 2012, it is impor¬ 
tant to note that Kentucky 
has a workforce 85,000- 
strong aim¬ 
ing for those 
same goals 
year-round 
- farmers. 

“Farmers 
have always 
been the pri¬ 
mary care¬ 
takers of the land and they 
carry that responsibility with 
honor and pride,” said Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau presi¬ 
dent Mark Haney. “In fact, 
I would make the argument 
that farmers were the world’s 
first environmentalists.” 

Kentucky’s farmers not 
only do a great deal to pro¬ 
tect their land, they strive to 
make it better. Aside from 
planting trees, protecting 
wetlands and providing wild¬ 
life sanctuaries, our farmers 
work diligently to improve 
environmental quality by in¬ 
stalling conservation buffers 
on their farmland. Across the 
U.S., farmers have volun¬ 
tarily enrolled approximately 
30 million acres into the na¬ 
tion’s Conservation Reserve 
Program to date, making it 
the largest public-private 
partnership for conservation 
and wildlife habitat in the 
country. 

“Unlike most other jobs, 
farming is a family affair and 
usually passed down from 
one generation to the next,” 
added Haney. “It only makes 
sense that farmers would try 
to take the best possible care 
of their land.” 

Embracing new technol¬ 
ogy, farmers today are also 
adopting advanced methods 
for managing their land and 
investing in business services 


that will help them excel in 
an environmentally sensitive 
world. From contour farming 
(planting crops in horizontal 
rows around hillsides instead 
of vertically, which keeps 
soil from washing away) and 
the Kentucky-pioneered no¬ 
till farming practices (leav¬ 
ing crop stalks and roots in 
the ground 
after a harvest 
to prevent soil 
erosion and 
utilize less 
energy while 
working the 
field) to dead 
animal com¬ 
posting and complex manure 
management systems, sound 
environmental stewardship 
is a 24/7, year-round job for 
the Bluegrass State’s agricul¬ 
tural producers. 

Farmers are also at 
the forefront of producing 
clean, renewable fuels that 
provide for a healthier en¬ 
vironment and a wide array 
of “green” jobs around the 
world. Through agricultural 
efficiencies made possible 
by biotechnology, farm¬ 
ers are additionally able to 
shrink their environmental 
footprint, reduce their use of 
pesticides and produce more 
food on less land with even 
fewer impacts on soil and 
water resources. 

Kentucky Farm Bureau 
agrees that it is good to have 
a day set aside to intention¬ 
ally talk about what is need¬ 
ed to save our environment, 
but feels it is more important 
to do something about it. If 
Americans really want our 
nation to “go green,” we 
should support the first green 
industry: agriculture. 

“Farmers don’t celebrate 
Earth Day just once a year; 
they live it out every day,” 
Haney concluded. “It’s a 
huge weight to carry, but be¬ 
cause of their many environ¬ 
mental contributions we can 
all enjoy greener pastures.”

A projected lottery pick, 
Indiana’s Tyler Zeller will not 
be available for the NBA draft. 

“I grew up hoping that one 
day I would get the opportunity 
to play in the NBA, but at this 
point, I’m not ready for my 
college experience to be over,” 
Zeller said in a press release.

Says here, fans in Kentucky 
have fallen under a John Calipari 
hypnosis, embracing an attitude 
that winning regular season 
games, even going to SEC’s 
springtime party, is little more 
than an aggravation, on the way 
to Final Fours. 

A sad thing, seems to me, 
that Big Blue Nation has come 
to celebrate UK’s one-and-done 
and quickest way to “show me 
the money!” 

Kind of makes Indiana’s 
Tyler Zeller a young man of 
vision, doesn’t it? 

THUMBS UP FOR CUBAN

From vantage point of 
NBA franchise owner, Dallas 
Mavericks owner Mark 
Cuban weighed in on college 
basketball’s one-and-done issue 
recently.

His business 
approach to profit the NBA is of 
no interest here. If the NBA as it 
is today, collapsed tomorrow, it 
would be a blessing. 

College basketball’s style 
is unfortunately, more NBA- 
like every season.

April is Child Abuse Awareness Month 

Report suspected abuse and neglect to (800) KYSAFE1 



April is Child Abuse 
Awareness Month, and 
Gov. Steve Beshear and 
the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices (CHFS) are remind¬ 
ing citizens that reporting 
suspected child abuse or 
neglect is the law. 

“Protecting our chil¬ 
dren should be everyone’s 
number one priority, and 
during the month of April, 
we are raising awareness 
about the warning signs of 
child abuse and how to re¬ 
port it,” Gov. Beshear said. 
“The Cabinet works year 
round to educate our fami¬ 
lies and investigate every 
aspect of abuse. Together, 
we can make Kentucky a 
safer place for all our chil¬ 
dren.” 

Kentucky law states 
that those who suspect 
child abuse or neglect must 
report it to the local office 
of the CHFS Department 
for Community Based Ser¬ 
vices (DCBS) or law en¬ 
forcement. 

“Keeping kids safe is 
everyone’s responsibility,” 
said Teresa James, acting 
commissioner of DCBS. 
“Our staff takes every re¬ 
port seriously.” 

Reporting is simple, 
and it’s anonymous. DCBS 
has changed its centralized, 
toll-free reporting hotline 
to an easy-to-remember 
number: (800) KYSAFE1. 

Calls are routed to one 
of eight regional intake of¬ 
fices and from there are as¬ 
signed to the appropriate 
county and staff for inves¬ 
tigation. 

Jim Grace, assistant 
director of the DCBS Divi¬ 
sion of Protection and Per¬ 
manency, said that in 2010, 
there were approximately 
47,000 child abuse and ne¬ 
glect reports in Kentucky. 

Grace said many chil¬ 
dren were the focus of 
multiple reports. 

“Rarely does abuse or 
neglect happen just one 
time,” he said. 

After receiving a re¬ 
port, DCBS staff deter¬ 
mines if the referral meets 
criteria for abuse. An in¬ 
vestigation is conducted 
within 24 hours in most 
cases, but in cases where 
the child may be in imme¬ 
diate danger, a worker will 
investigate within the hour. 
Eaw enforcement may also 
become involved to inves¬ 
tigate whether a crime has 


been committed or whether 
children need to be removed 
for safety. A judge makes the 
final decision about a child’s 
removal through a court or¬ 
der. 

If a family must be sepa¬ 
rated for the child’s protec¬ 
tion, DCBS tries to reunite 
the family under better cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“Keeping families to¬ 
gether is our goal,” Grace 
said. “We want children to 
return home to a stronger, 
safer family.” 

Grace said a social ser¬ 
vices employee will work 
with families to assess 
strengths and needs and de¬ 
termine what services are 
available from community 
partners. 

“We try to teach families 
that abuse doesn’t need to be 
a part of their lives,” Grace 
said. “We can help remove 
barriers that prevent par¬ 
ents from providing for their 
children’s well-being.” (The 
Bracken County FRYSC 
and Shannon Smith, CEA of 
Family and Consumer Sci¬ 
ences recently held a Fam¬ 
ily Time Program with the 
Regional Prevention Center 
with tips to de-stress and 
ways to find and spend qual¬ 
ity time between parents and 
children with today y s busy 
schedules . Pictured above 
are participants from the 
latest program.) 

Some reports aren’t ac¬ 
cepted if they don’t meet 
criteria to warrant an inves¬ 
tigation. 

“If there is a question 
about whether a particular 
situation is abuse or neglect, 


we always prefer the person 
make the call and talk over 
what has come to their at¬ 
tention,” Grace said. “Our 
social service workers are 
experts who can help callers 
sort things out. They collect 
specific information that al¬ 
lows us to know whether we 
have the authority to investi¬ 
gate a specific incident.” 

Grace said vital informa¬ 
tion to have when reporting 
abuse and neglect includes 
the child’s name, approxi¬ 
mate age, address, parents’ 
names and location of the 
child at the time the call is 
made. Specific informa¬ 
tion about why you believe 
the child is being abused or 
neglected and by whom, as 
well as the names and phone 
numbers of other people who 
may have information about 
the reported abuse or neglect, 
is also important. 

If a child is in immediate 
danger, you should call 911 
or local police, Grace said. 

When the caller’s con¬ 
cerns do not meet DCBS 
criteria for abuse, the fam¬ 
ily may be referred to other 
agencies for needed resourc¬ 
es. For example, if a child is 
not appropriately clothed for 
the season, the family may be 
referred to a clothing bank. 

“We are committed to 
helping families by address¬ 
ing the problems that can 
cause stress and lead to abuse 
and neglect,” he said. 

Prevent Child Abuse 
Kentucky (PCAK), one of 
the cabinet’s community 
partners, is a statewide non¬ 
profit agency whose mission 
is to prevent the abuse and 


neglect of Kentucky’s chil¬ 
dren through its outreach. 

“Abuse and neglect are 
associated with short- and 
long-term consequences 
that affect not only the 
child and family, but also 
society as a whole,” said 
PCAK Executive Director 
Jill Seyfred. “PCAK gives 
parents and caregivers 
expert guidance on child 
safety. We’re proud to be 
one of DCBS’s partners in 
prevention.” 

PCAK suggests sever¬ 
al tips to help prevent child 
abuse. 

Child Abuse Preven¬ 
tion Strategies 

• Never discipline a 
child when your anger is 
out of control. 

• Never leave a child 
unattended, especially in a 
car. 

• Eearn the signs of 
physical abuse. Take note 
of bruises, cuts, burns or 
other injuries a child can¬ 
not explain. 

• Teach children the 
difference between “good 
touches,” “bad touches” 
and “confusing touches.” 

• When a child tells 
you he or she doesn’t want 
to be with someone, this 
could be a red flag. Eisten 
to the child, and believe 
what he or she says. 

• Be aware of changes 
in a child’s behavior or at¬ 
titude, and inquire about it. 

• Teach children what 
to do if you become sepa¬ 
rated while away from 
home. 

• Teach children the 
correct names of his or her 
private body parts. 

• Be alert for any talk 
that reveals premature sex¬ 
ual understanding. 

• Pay attention when 
someone shows greater 
than normal interest in a 
child. 

• Make certain that 
your child’s school or day 
care center will release him 
or her only to you or some¬ 
one you designate.

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AIS supports students 
through whole class and 
individualized technology 


When it comes to tech¬ 
nology, Augusta Independent 
Schools prefer to me proac¬ 
tive not reactive. They have 
been watching the technol¬ 
ogy trends and are making 
advances in implementation 
of the technologies available 
school wide. 

Currently they are using 
a whole classroom approach 
with the use of Smart Boards 
and Brightlink systems. Both 
are good ways of display¬ 
ing digital information to 
the whole class and work 
essentially the same way. 
The Brightlink systems are 
the newest technology sys¬ 
tem in use. They are ceiling 
mounted and unobtrusive in 
the classroom as compared to 
the Smart Boards where the 
projection systems that are 
generally situated on a desk 
or counter top. 

Also in use in the whole 
classroom technology area 
are document cameras. They 
are like the old overheard 
transparency projectors. Ex¬ 
cept now, instead of copying 
information to a clear trans¬ 
parency, documents can be 
placed directly on the pro¬ 
jector and projected onto a 
the white dry erase boards, 
smartboard or even a light 
colored wall. All of these 



technologies go well with 
whole classroom teaching. 

Going along with the 
whole classroom technol¬ 
ogy is the Student Response 
or Clicker System. It allows 
the whole class to anony¬ 
mously answer the questions 
presented by the teacher and 
shows the total of students 
who choose each answer of¬ 
fered. But, unlike the other 
whole classroom teaching 
tools, this system pinpoints 
in moments which students 
are struggling with the infor¬ 
mation. The teacher knows 
immediately who is above, 
at and below grade level and 
is able to provide individu¬ 
alized homework and class¬ 
room help to work at getting 
students all performing at 
their grade level. 

In keeping with indi¬ 
vidualized technology, the 
school has a classroom bulk 
of i-pads that are shared from 
elementary to high school 
classrooms helping to further 
provide individual teach¬ 
ing and learning at different 
class work grade levels in the 
whole classroom. 

It is the intention of the 
Augusta Independent Schools 
to eventually provide ipads 
and laptops to each student. 
They are currently looking 
into a technology leasing pro¬ 
gram where, when the student 
graduates, they have the op¬ 
tion of purchasing the ipad or 
laptop they have worked on 
for the depreciated value of 
the item. By working pro-ac¬ 
tively AIS is providing their 
students with the best possi¬ 
ble technological advances to 
enhance learning. By doing 
this, they are ensuring their 
motto “ Small School, Big 
Experience” benefits every 
child. 

Although working with 
a small technology budget,

These disorders are characterized, in varying degrees, by difficulties in social interaction, 
verbal and nonverbal communication and repetitive behaviors. ASD can be associated with intellectual disability, difficulties 
in motor coordination and attention and physical health issues such as sleep and gastrointestinal disturbances. Some persons 
with ASD excel in visual skills, music, math and art. Autism appears to have its roots in very early brain development. 
However, the most obvious signs of autism and symptoms of autism tend to emerge between 2 and 3 years of age.
